For centuries a condition which 


is now usually known

worm disease was recognized 
un- 


der various names such as miner's 
anemia and 
Egyptian 
chlorosis. 


Only recently has the cause be- 
come thoroughly understood. 


Two kinds of parasites can cause 


the disease. One is more common 
in the old world and recently has 
been found to be frequent on Pa- 
cific islands; the other is called 
the new world species. 


The eggs of these parasites are 


passed in the feces of 
a person 


who is infected. 
In regions' hav- 


ing poor sanitation, the eggs 
be- 


come mixed 
with sand or 
earth 


and develop into forms which can 
infect 
others. 
If they are-, swal- 


lowed infection follows .They can 
also burrow into the skin, usually

The fever is trans- 
mitted from rat to rat. and from 
rat to man through rntbites. Ame- 
biasis or amebic dysentery is caus- 
ed by a parasite, Among other ani- 
mals the rat is susceptible to this 
infection and may be a menace b'y 
contaminating food supplies 
with 


rat droppings. 
Rat tapeworm is commonly .found 


in rats. Ringworm is caused by one 
or another kind ot fungus. Rals arc 
responsible for one ringworm infec- 
tion. Cats and dogs acquire the di- 
sease from rats and pass it on 
to man. 


Spotted fever, sometimes called 


Rocky Mountain spotted fever, 
is 


caused by a tiny germ. 
Several 


species of ticks become, infected 
with 'this organism. 
Rats 
are 


among the susceptible 
rodents 


which.-harbor ticks. 
The dog and

plus the serious hazards 


involved, 
is growing continually 


worse as the city expands ' and 
traffic increases. 
The solution to 
this situation seems to -us to rest 
wholly in the construction of an up- 
town-traffic underpass. We here- 
with present to your department a 
request for the construction of an 
underpass at the point where Hazel 
Direct now crosses 
the Missouri 


Pacific Railroad. We base this re- 
quest on the following points and 
considerations: 


1. State Highway No. 29 crosses 


the railroad at Hazel Street, the 
point at which the underpass is 
proposed. 
This highway carries 


considerable 
traffic through the 


/city, many of the drivers being 
out of city people who are not fam- 
iliar with the fact that the crossin" 
is in the switching yards of the rail- 
road.

2. The present 
plans for , the 


industrial development of the for- 
mer Southwestern Proving Grounds

This traffic will 
make use of -State Highway No 29 
exclusively 'a£ it is the logical and 
shortest route from the city to 
this area. 


3. The city is divided by the rail- 


road and switching services ham- 
per the free flow of traffic in the 
city and cause serious delays to 
vehicle traffic. 


4. Fire protection to half of the 


city's residences and the majority 
of. the city's industries is seriously 
reduced by the fire station being 
separated from 
these residences 
and industries by the Missouri-Pa- 
ific switching tracks. 


5. The necessity of school buses i 


crossing railroad track as well as I 
many school children on foot in the 
course of their travels to 
and 


from school is an increasingly ser- 
ious hazard. 


G. The construction of this under- 


pass at this vital traffic 
point 


would be of such a public service 
and such a contribution to public 
safety that the city, through Ihc 
enclosed resolution, would look with 
favor upon the closing of three 
railroad cross-overs.

Both Sides Talk of Victory 
in Palestine-They Even 


gree on Some Issues 


(For 
DeWitt 
MacKenzie)

Jerusalem, March 17—(fP)— 
The 


Arabs talk of victory in Palestine 
in 
a 
single 
overwhelming 
on- 


slaught. The Jews speak of a long- 
drawn, hard campaign to win the 
state the United Nations mapped. 


But what 
they really 
mean 
is that the Arabs hope to win cven- 
tualy by ceaseless guerrilla tac- 
tics which would block the Jewish 
state from ever coming into actual 
beinp—and the Jews hope to clinch 
victory in quick, decisive blows. 


In weighing the 
cfiances 
both 
sides admit two common factors: 


(1) That 
the 
full scale 
fight 
cannot begin until the British pull 
out. 
presumably May 15; and (2) 
that devclopemcnts yet unforeseen 
prooably will keep me withdrawal 
from being clear-cut, leaving 
the 


British army a still-unknown influ- 
ence upon the outcome. 
Several other conclusions seem 
warranted by the facts: 


(1) When the fighting ends 
it 
probably will not be upon the fron- 
iters mapped at Lake Success— 
the Jewisn State either will take in 
vii;tualy all Palestine or only a 
thin coastal enclave from Tel Aviv 
to Haifa. 


(2) Neither side anticipates that 
an inlernatio. na'r:U. N, enforcement 
army ever will be sent here. 


(3) There still is room to believe 


that a solution by compromise may 
be found, after some fighting and 
bloodshed, although at this' mom- 
ent neither side is willing'to discuss 
terms short oMotal victory. 
The Arab plan of campaign is: 
(1) To wipe out the several score 
strong Jewish settlements 
in the 
mixed 
Arab-Jew 
rich 
farmland 


country around the Sea of Galilee 
by 
attacks 
from 
three 
sides— 
across the Syrian border from the 
north, across the Transjordan iron- 
tier from the East, and up from 
the South from the Nablus-Tulk- 
arm-Jenin triangle already under 
complete Arab control. 


(2) To seal off the Jewish settle- 
ments of the South by cutting and 
standing astride the only two roads 
of communication, 
one 
through 


Gaza and the other through Beer- 
shea. This is to be done from the 
northeast ijy forces now centered 
around Hebron, and perhaps from 
the South by Egyptian Arab volun- 
teers crossing from the Sinai des- 
ert peninsula. 


(3) To split the Jewish State 
at 
its center and 
thin 
weak point, 
along the plain of Sharon near Na- 
thama where the Arabs are massed 
in strong inland hills and the Jews 
hold a 10 to 15 mile wide coastal 
flatland—a position both sides have 
likened to Anzio beachhead. 


At its successful utmost, this plan 


of tactics would reduce the Jewish 
stale to wedgelike coastal enclaves 
around Tel Aviv and Haifa, 
with 
perhaps one endangered road of 
coastal contact. 
Few Arabs aclualy expect ever 
to be able to reduce this coastal 
position, with its seaborne supply. 
But they -believe that by squeezing 
the Jews down to a two-city state, 
itself under siege, they will have 
invalidated partition and forced a 
now, 
different solution. 
Jewish 
military commanders 
plan to meet this strategy by 
at- 
tack 
of their 
own— since 
de- 


fense could not easily hold 
the 
Jewish position. 
Tins is 
the attack which they 
hope will prove decisive: 


Blows, if 
possible 
from three 


sides, against (he Arabs' main con- 
centration in the Ntitalus-Tulkarm- 
Jenin triangle. That requires that 
Haganah retain control of the Tel 
Aviv-Haifa coastal road; that 
it 


holds Jerusalem as a striking base 
for attack north against Ramallah 
and Nablus; and that it keeps con- 
trol of the broad valley of Esdra- 
elon—the Armageddon of the 
old 


testament—for aitack against Jen- 
in and Beisan. 
Haganah's commanders expect 


that in this triangle Arab armies 
can be dealt the blows that would 
end the light for Palestine—or 
at 
least break it 
down 
to sporadic 
guerrilla fighting. 


They believe that the 
all-Arab 
"army of liberation'' 
cannot -be 


kepi in the fitld after one or two 
decisive defeats, and that if it with 
draws the native Palestine Arabs 
will not continue organized resist- 
ance; for lung. 


The strategy, of both sides indi- 
cates the light for Palestine will be 
a battle 
of communications— 
a 


fight for highway control. 


To win, the Jews almost certain- 
ly must gain control of the Tel- 
Aviv-Jerusalem road which twists 
into the rnojntains through steep- 
walled Bab-Al-Wad sniper 
gorge; 
and must hold tneir grip on the 
coastal link from Tel Aviv to H 
and down the valley of Esdraelun. 


To win, the Arabs have to hold 
he Jerusalem road, and break the 
Tel-Aviv-Haifa highway across the 
plain of Sharon. 


For either side the key io victory 
will be those roads.
